radical of their speakers to-day declared 
would be December next, the period when, 
by constitutional limitation, this session must 
expire.

WE notice that the Committee on Railroad 
and Warehouse Investigation, after prac- 
ticing the art and mystery of whitewashing 
for several weeks, have had to report that, 
while the Commissioners have not been 
proven pt, they have utterly and wiil- 
fully failed to execute the law, and have 
neglected and refused to prosecute any of 
the offenses com mitted under it.

CONELING’S NEW GRIEVANCE. 

The appointment of Judge Rebertson, an 
anti-Boss Republican of New York, is re- 
ported to have excited the wrath of Mr. 
OCenkling and his two Assistant-Senaters 
from New York, Messrs. Platt and Arthur, 
The indignation of the Conkling crowd does 
not arise from the sense of any unfitness on 
the part ef Judge Robertson for the position 
to which he has been nominated. Robertson 
is a man of acKnowlédged ability and high 
character. He has been in the State Senate 


and in Congress, was for many years on the 


Bench, and is now a prominent member of 
the State He bas all the qualities to 
make a good . His knowledge of 
law, his personal Integrity, his experience in 
public affairs, his independence of persona! 
obligation to the politicians of New York 
City, and his persistent efforts against 
“Hoss” rule are admirable recommenda- 
tions for so important an Office. The only 
reason why he is visited with the condemra- 
tion of certain New York politicians is be- 
cause he refuses to toot in the band of which 
Mr. Conkling is the ostentatious Drum-Major, 

It is high time that Senator Conkling 
should make up hie mind that he cannot 
run the New York Custom-House as a polit- 
ical harem of his own. The most com- 
mendable act of ex-President Hayes’ entire 
Administration was the rescue of that insti- 
tution from the depraved uses to which it 
had been prostituted. It would be a scandal 
and a disgrace to permit it to drift back into 
the old channel of bummerism, incapacity, 
and fraud. It may be important to Mr. 
Conkling to control the patronage of the 
New York Custom-House for his own per- 
sonal glorification, but it is vastly more Im- 
portant to the country that the office of Col- 
lector should serve ite legitimate function 
of collecting the customs honestly and 
efficientiy. If political patronage be es- 
sential to maintain Senator Conkling’s pub- 
lic position, he should seek to wield it 
in State matters or New York City affairs: 
Mr. Conkling’s services to the Nation at 
large are not so indispensable as to require 
that a great Natiopal inetitution like the New 
York Custom-House shall be turned into an 
asylum for the nursing of his blowers and 
strikers. Two-thirds of all the revenue from 
customs are collected in New York, and 
$500,000,000 of imports are received there ina 
year. It is obviously one of the first duties 
of thie President to protect these great inter- 
esta from the menace which is necessarily 
implied in an organization of the Custom- 
House staff upon the basis of any one man’s 
political interests. 

On political grounds alone the Republicans 
whom dudge Robertson represents are en- 
titled to the recognition conveyed by his ap- 
pointment, It is not true that he rep 
resents nobody but the “90,000 scratch- 
ers,” though it maybe said that, if 
the votes of tie “serntchers” hed been 
lost te the Republicans during the 
late Presidential campaign, the Democrats 
would, have carried New York and Han- 
cock would now be President instead of 
Gen. Garfield.

The magnitude of the charge for interest 
and dividends may be estimated by the fact 
that the capital stoek and bonded debt aggre- 
gate $108,831,921, of which $54,415,196 is for 
eapital stock, real and watered. 

This road now operates in the three States 
2,771 miles of track, of which over 1,000 are 
in Nebraska. Of this whole number of miles 
there are but 186 miles of double track, of 
which 119 miles are in Illinois and seventeen 
miles in Iowa. There has been some progress 
made in replacing iron rails with steel rails, 
but there has been but little progress made in 
laying double track on the main lines, —only 
twenty-six miles havmg been laid in 1880, 

During the year the Company made an in- 
crease of 22 per cent in the tonnage carried. 
This increase of tonnage placed on a single- 
track railway serves to enhance the cost of 
operating, and the loss from damage, delays, 
accidents, and other causes, all of whieh would 
be obviated had there been a double track 
from the Missouri, or at least from the Mis- 
sissippil, River to Chicago. Moreover, a 
double track would place the road prac- 
tically beyond fear of competition, It far 
more than doubles the capacity of the road 
for transportation, without any material ad- 
dition to the operating expenses. It enables 
the one double-track railway to do far more 
than double the work that can be done by 
any two single-track railways, and this, too, 
with one organization, one capital stock, one 
funded debt, atid one set of operators, The 
economy of a railroad having as much busi- 
ness as’ it can attend to in hobbling along 
year after year on one leg when it might em- 
ploy two legs at a domina! additional cost is 
very fallacious. 

Had this road a double track to the Mis- 
sissippi, or, better still, to the Missouri 
River, it could, with its connections 
and branches, positively defy competition. 
It could perform more transportation than 
any other road of the same length in the 
United States. It traverses the garden of 
Western production, and might as well trans- 
port three times the tonnage it carried in 
1880 as the amount it did. The construction 
of that double track would, in the increase 
of the net earnings of the road for three 
years, pay the entire cost of laying the sec- 
ond track. What is true of the Burlington 
& Quincy is equally true of all the roads run- 
ning from Chicago to the Northwest, West, 
Southwest, and South, and, as these roads 
have now a single-track extension as far as 
they can hope to extend it, would it not be 
wise and economical for them to double their 
track facilities from this end of their roads 
as rapidly as possible?

THE RAILROAD AND WAREHOUSE LAW. 

The General Assembly has at last under- 
taken the revision of the Railroad and Ware- 
house Commission aw. That law has been 
defective fram the beginning. It may be 
described as a bloodless law, one lacking the 
vitality needed te accomplish any of its pur- 
poses. 

In the first place it was devised on the 
cheap plan. It created a Board of Commie 
sioners, intrusted them with duties of the 
most important character, and with re@ponsi- 
bilities greater than pertain to any other offi- 
cers of the State. To a faithful and efficient 
performance of these duties, the Commis- 
sioners should have been men of sterling ex- 
perience, sound judicial judgment, liberal 
legal knowledge, arid possessing abilities and 
integrity that would have excluded ali dan- 
ger of being overreached or corrupted. Men 
capable and willing to perform duties of this 
character are not to be had for the compen- 
sation that would satisfy the wants of an 
average member of the Legislature. The du- 
ties required of these Commissioners are 
equal in vital importance to those required 
of members of the highest Court in the 
State, and should command the Ame and 
abilities of the most competent men. 

The State might weil afford to pay these 
Commissioners $5,000 each, provided men 
were appointed possessing the requisit 
qualifications. The mesuit is, that second- 
class salaries are paid, and the office has de- 
generated pretty much into a sinecure, be- 
stowed upon men who have private, business 
to attend to, demanding the time that should 
be given to publie duties. 

The State appropriates annually a small 
sum to cover legal expenses to be incurred 
in the éxecution of the law. As the policy of 
the Board of Commissioners has b een to in- 
stitute no sufts, and prosecute no offending 
railroads, but to arbitrate everything dr let 
the abuse pass, there is no expenditure of 
even this small sum, and the law is practically 
not executed. This amiable and private way 
of settling allcomplaints is not the mode-con- 
templated by the law. A person who 
has een ill Wronged by a rail- 
road may. s an actual damage 
of $100. On his complaint, the Commis

anes of aff the State's Attorneys in the 
Various localities te assist him. 

The fact is, the law haa been a ponderous 
machine, but has never had the motive power 
to put it into operation. The Commissioners 
have been fair andeasy-going men, engrossed 
with their farms, their newspapers, or their 
land agency, Who would occasionally take a 
few hours to hear a complaint, notify the 
offending railroad to settle up with the com- 


plainant for peace sake, draw the,r quarter- | 


ly pay, and then hurry back t their farnis, 
their journalism, and their real-estate dick- 
ers,—such an Idea as prosecuting the rail- 
roads for violating the law and trampling on 
the merchants and shippers never entering 
into their delfberations or purposes. The 
law ought to be one capable of being en- 
forced by the punishment of violations. It 
ought to be supplied with the foree requisit to 
that end. It was not enacted to furnish 
sinécures to a few favored politicians. If it 
is not to be executed rigorously, it would be

A RUSSIAN NIMILISTIC TRIAL. 

Mr, Z. Ragozin, we presume a Ru sstan 
has contributed an article for the current 
number of the Interngtonal Review, en- 
titled **The Last Trial of Russian Nihilists,” 
which ts interesting at the present, time, not 
only because the operations of Nihilism are, 
now prominently before the public, but also 
because it contains many details of those 
operations, as gathered from the confession 
of one of the-leaders, not previously known. 
The narrative is along one and reads like a 
romance, but sufficient of it may be con- 
densed to give the reader an idea of the ter- 
rible purpose which"actuated the terrorizing 
faction of the Nihilists, and how boldly and 


persisiently they kept to their work ip the 


tace of ali diseouragements. 

On the th of October, 1890, sixteen per- 
sons were bronght to trial at St. Petersburg 
for political offenses. With one exception, 
thatof one Mr, Drigo, whe was31 years of age, 
and had onty been an accessory in furnishing 
money, they were all under 39, and one-half 
of them under 25. In the number were three 
girls of 21, 22, and W years of age. The act 
of accusation Gomprised ten different heads, 
involving the murder of Prince Krapotkin; 
Solovieff’s attempt upon the Ozar’s life in 
April, 1879; the Socialistic-revolutionary con- 
ven which was held at Lipetsk the fol- 
lowing June; the threefold attempt the same 
yeay to take the Ozar’s life by dynamite 
mines, laid under the railroad tracks at three 
different places; and the laying of dyna- 
mite mine under the Winter ace, by 
which eleven persons were killed and fifty- 
six injured. There were also many other 
charges of a seditions and revolutionary 
nature which it is not necessary to specify. 
When the act of accusation had been read, 
with one exception they pleaded guilty, 


Wor the reasons that they knéw there 


was one witness against them who was one 
of their own number. Though he was dead, 
his deposition, which was in the nature of 
a confession, was so conclusive against them 
that they made no attempt atdefense. This 
man who had turned traitor to his compan- 
ions was one Goldenberg, a Jew, aged 24. the 
murderer of Prince Krapotkin. In his con- 
fession he laid bare everything he knew, not 
only of his own doing, but of all those of his 
fellew-conspirators, and every secret of the 
Committees of the central organization, and 
then committed suicide, alleging that he was 
led to confess these secrets because of his 
profound cenvictions that political murders 
were accomplishing nothing, and that the 
Government is able to put forth the same 
means, but with an amountof might which 
must destroy all that crdsses its path.” He 
says: “I have resolyed to lay open the en- 
tire organization, all that is known to me, as 
a preventive against the dreadful futuré 
which awaits us, against a whole series of 
executions and other repressive measures.” 
It isa strange drama which Goldenberg 
develops in his confegsion. Its details read 
like a romance, though the materials of the 
drama are homely and commonplace enough. 
He tells of the murder of Prince Krapotkin 
for his brutal and unprovoked treatment of 
the students, and of Solovioff’s attempt to 
kill the Czar, for which he paid the penalty 
with his own life But the most vivid of his 
descriptions is that of the mining of the rail- 
way track near M The dynamite 
used upon this dccasion was secretly manu- 
factured at St. Petersburg, to the amount of 
240 pounds. Half of this was placed in a box 
marked erockery,“ and was sent off to 
Moscow under the care of two passengers, 
who took it as afavor, with no idea of the 
dangerous stuff they were carrying, and the 
remainder was taken by two of the conspira- 
tors in their trunk. This trunk they kept 
for some time at their hotel, then had it con- 
veyed, first to the lodgings of a student, and 
lastly to those of a lady friend, both of whom 
belonged to ‘the party,’ yet were not in- 
formed of the contents of the trunk, part 
of which was carried as ignorantly by a 
third person to Odessa, and there safely re- 
ceived.”’

médiately with the convocahon of com- 
missions to consider representation of the 
people on State questions, are all con- 
cessions that have been persistently de- 
manded by Nihilism. There is a road that 
will lead Ruasia to prosperity and increased 
power, and Alexander III. seems disposed to

THE EDUCATION OF THE INDIAN. 

The address of the Hon, Cart Schurz at 
Boston unon the occasion of the banquet 
tendered to him by prominent citizens of 
that place touched upon some interesting 
points on the conduct of Indian affairs, none 
more so than the possibilities of Indian ed- 
ucation. In the course ef his remarks he 
claimed that his policy had been that of 
promoting the transformation of the Indians 
from shifticss paupers into thrifty and order- 
ly workers as agviculturists, herdsmen, 
traders, and ‘mechanics, of extending their 
educational facilities, to teach them how to 
learn am how to live, of stimulating their 
desire to becomeindividual owners of land 
and other property like white men, a policy, 
in one word, of preparing them fer their ul- 
timate absorption into the great body of 
American eftizenship, with all its rights and 
duties.“ 

The statistics of what has already been 
done unquestionably show that the Indians 
are capable of improvelnent; and an article 
which we print elsewhere, Searing upon this 
point, whl be found full of significant infor- 
mation touching meir schools, churches, the 
number who can read and write, the amount 
of land they cultivate, and the ¢rops they 
raise in the various States and Territories.

The Indian schools, like those 
at Hampton and Carlisle, though they have 
but few scholars, are doing a goéd work in 
teaching the young gitis to sew and cook, 
and the young men in some mechanical arts 
to enable then to do some of the ordinary 
kinds of work required in frontier life, such 
as harnessmaking. shoemaking, tailoring, 
blacksmithing, building, and other practical 
industries. Though there are but about 100 
scholars, yet they may stand as fair types, 
and the success made in their cases ought to 
secure the attendance of still more, Their 
capacity for learning is no longer experi- 
mental; on the other nand, the success which 
has already been obtained ought to lead to 
its application in the widest possible direc- 
tions.

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TOWN OF LAKE. 


The Taxpayers’ Association Wins 
a Notable Victory. 


Master-in-Chancery Waller Submits 
a Startling Report. | 


The Peculiar Operations of Treasurer 
Condit Fully Exposed. 


A Showing that Will Open the Eyes 
the Public. nin 


On the list of November, 1878, the attorney 
for the Taxpayers’ Association of the Town of 
Lake filed in the Circuit Court a bill against che 
members of the Board of Trustees of Lake at 
that time, and Mr. Condit, Town Treasurer, to 
‘compel them to account to the Court for money 
wrongfully and unlawfully taken and money 
misappropriated. These officials employed ad- 
ditional legal talent, always paying for the 
same from the people's money, and fought bit- 
terly this bill as it advanced through the courts, 
where it was sustained by three different 
Judges; and in January, 1880, a final order was 
made by Judge Barnum, ordering an account- 
ing to be made, and referring the matter to a 
Master to take testimony and make a report to 
the Court. 

Since that time Master-in-Chancery Henry 
Waller has been engaged in taking voluminous 
testimony in the case, which was entitled Miss 
ex rei. Monroe N. Lord et al., complainants, va. 
A. B. Condit, Town of Lake, George Muirhead, 
Peter Murphy, Levi Montgomery, and Patrick 
Nolan, defendants, and vesterday be filed in the 
Circuit Clerk's office a lengthy report as the re- 
sult of his investigations. 

The report in its opening quotes a number of 
sections from the charter of the Town of Lake 
detining its organization and the powers of its 
officials, by whieh it would be geen that the 
Supervisor was ex-officio Treasurer and 
member of the Board as trustee; that the 
Assessor was ex-ollicio Commissioner of Special 
Assessments and member of the Board as Trus- 

and the Collector was ex-officio member of 
the Board as Trustee. These three, together 
with the Trustees elected as such, constituted 
the Board of Trustees. They were all entitled 
to compensation for their respective services ju 
their several offices. The charter fixed abso- 
lutely only the compensation of the Trustee 
and of the Commissivucr, but within certain 
limitadons it fixed also the pay of the Treasurer 
and Collector. The Trustee was entitied to re- 
ceive "$3 for each day attendance at the 
meetings of the Board.“ the Commissioner $38 
per duy for each day ot actual service.” 

The Board of Trustees were authorized to 
allow the Treasurer such compensation as they 
may deem proper, not exceeding 2 per cent on 


the amount of money received by him, and the 


Colle¢tor-compensation not to exceed 5 per ceut 
on all town moneys and ial assessments 
collected by him, the rates n within 
the limits to be determined by the Board. 

The compensation of other Officers and agents, 
named in the charter or created by ordinance, 
depended upon the general law applicable to 
towns or upon the action of the B. 1 

While as to the Treasurer and Collector it 
was ciear that the Board had the rightto fix 
their compensation at any rate or amount 
within the limit prescribed by the charter, it 
was different as to the Trustees, who were 
entitied only to recive the sum of $3 for each 
days attendance at the meetings of the Board. 

it bad nothing to do with the compensation of 
either one of them as Supervisior, or Treasurer, 
or Chief of Police, or Assessor, or Commis- 
sioner, or Collector; but it had to do solely and 
fully with their compensation as Trustees. 
They were to receive this compensation for at- 
tendance, not at the meetings of either standing 
or s lal committees, not for any separate 
service performed by a Trustee in his individual 
capacity, but for each day's attendance at the 
meetings of the Board. 

The report goes on to show that this was 
clearly the intention of the Legislature, which 
so limited the compensauon of the Trustees be- 
cause it was against every principle of sound 
policy that public Officials should have the un- 
restricted power of tixing their own compensa- 
tion to suit themselves. 

In this view it was plain that the clause in Sec. 
6, Chap. 1, in the ordinances giving to each mem- 
ber of the Board “$3 per day for each day's 
service in the nece business of the town "’ 
was illegal and void. e Trustees were elected 
under a charter which fixed their compensation. 
If they found that compensation inadequate 
they bad their remedy in resignation; but, 60 
long as they held their offices, they must abide 
by the law. 

The evidence proved that the nine Trustees 
ju office at different times during the four years 
under review received a large amount for their 
services as such in excess of what they were en- 
titled to under the charter. 

Condit received $1,822 for four years’ services 
as Trustee, during which time he attended 179 
meetings of rd, which, at $3 each, 
amounted to $507, leaving an excess of $1,285. 

The excesses of payment received by the other 
Trustees were as follows: Muirhead, $1,750; 
Mufphy, $1,647; Montgomery, $1,034; 
$06.50; Cary, $1,176; Shirley. $064; 
$382; Brinkman, $733; the total amount of excess 
being $9,287.30, out of a whole amount received 
of $11,843.50. 

The books showed that Condit received for his 
services as Supervisor two warrants for $1,000 
each. The Town Accountant did not give satis- 
factory information on this subject. He 
Condit received $1,000 salary as Supervisor, yet 
the books only exhibited $2,000 received during 
four years. He afterwards stated that this 
$1,000 per annum included Condit’s compensa- 
tion as Chief of Police. 

According to the accounts he received at dif- 
ferent times 8800 as Chief of Police, whieh was 
correct, as the Board of Trustees could make 
him an allowance for his services in that office. 

The Supervisor was only entitied by statute 
to a per diem of $2.30 for work out of the town, 
and $1.50 for work in the town, and it was hard- 
ly credible that he eurued $2,000 on his per 
diem in the 1,252 working days of the four years. 
But there was no evidence showiug what his 
services as Supervisor actually were, or how 
many days he was employed: the Master could 
und no sufficient basis on which to find an ex- 
act eum against him, or to reach even a fair ap- 
proximation. 

George Muirhead received for his services as 
Assessor of the town during the four years the 
sum of $4,200. His legal compensation was reg- 
ulated as $2.50 per day for the time necessarily 
emploved in makt the assessment. He re- 
ceived his books May 
turn. them July 1 year. 
proof, however, was that it was impossible to 
comply with this law so as to return a complete 
assessment by that time, and also that the work 
could not be done by the Assessor without as- 
sistance, which Muirbead was forced to employ. 
It was thus impossible for the Master to deter- 
mine how many days were actually or necessar- 
ily employed in each year in the performance of 
his duties, or to appreximate what he was fairly 
entitied to receive. It clear to him that 
the law was defective. 

The es np then calls attention to the charge 
by complainant that a large amount of interest. 
was paid out — Condit during the 
four years, iliegally, on time loans 
and town-warrants, for which he was person- 
ally liable in the suit. A table in the 4 — 
showed that the total interest illegally paid on 
time loans amounted to $10,686.40; on town- war- 
rants, $12,005.48; total illegally-paid interest, 
$22,691.88. After reviewing the law, with au- 
thorities, on tbe subject of the indebtedness of 
municipal corporationsand their liability to pay 
interest, the report held that re Was no ex- 
press authority to borrow money given in the 
charter of the Town of Lake, and the Master 
was satiafied that there was no authority for the 
issue of orders or warrants bearing interest, or 
for the loans made of the banks and of Me- 
Caffery and others. It followed that the! 
amount of interest shown above was illegal! 
paid, as well as the bonus m the shape of pe 
ties upon tax certificates allowed to McCaffery. 

But the alleged responsibility of Condit to the 
town for the return of this money was a very 
different question, was no proof that he 
had any special interest in the matter. He was 
simply the official instrument in carry out 
the pulicy of the Board of Trustees. the 
benetit inured to the debtor side from these 
transactions was received by the Town of Lake. 
The fair presumption was that these transac- 
tions were intended by the Board to accom 
benefit to town. Tue report, there 
holds that Condit could not be personaily 
responsible for this illegal payment of interest. 
Nevertheless, it denounced the practice of bor- 
rowing money and paying interest by oe 
corporations as fraught with danger to the in-

IS JUDGE SAWES' COURT LEGAL? 
An effort was pas on foot yesterday looking to 
the legality of the holding of a branch of 
the Criminal Court in this county, and upon 
the met ot of it Sprinete 2 —5 * 
representatives at who ha 
been at bome looking after politics for some 
days. hastened back to their duties in the hope 
of being abie to push the 8u Court bill on 
the subject which has the House through 
the Senate. The movement was started in the 
forwarding of a bill of exceptions to the Su- 
e Court by Mr. Forest, attorney for Charies 
mer and Thomas fe, who were convicted 
of burglary in Janugry, and sentenced to the 
Penitentiary by J Hawes. The bill sets 
up, among other thifas, that Judge Hawes’

FUNBRAL SERVICES OVER CHARLES H. CRAM. 

The last act of the tragedy uf Monday night 
was the funeral of the late Charlies H. Cram, the 
victim of young Seymour's deadly bullet, which 
took place in Lake View yesterday aftbrnoon. 
The evidence of the esteem in which the de- 
ceased was held was to be seen in the numbers 
of neighbors and friends who gathered to wit- 
ness the last sad rites and extend the simple 
sympathy of their presence to the afflicted fam- 
ily. The little residence at the corner of Bei- 
mont avenue and North Clark street was packed 
with sympathizing friends, a number being 
obliged to remain outside until after the gerv- 
ices. Many a Ome unknown to the. family 
dropped silent tears as be iooked on the kindly 
face whose private kindnesses were unknown to 
the worid at large. 

The body was in an elegant coffin draped with 
biack, in tiie little tront parior where the awful 
tragedy occurred. The face was natural. but

prosecution impossible. In fact, cases are of 
record where the defendants have been given 
time to dic, and bave thus escaped the penalty 
for their crimes, and the dockets are filled with 
cases where want of promptness in trying 
prisoners has led to their taking themselves out 
of the jurisdiction of the courts. The forfeited 
recognhizances now moidering in the court 
vaults tell the whole story ina very ree 
way. Dozens of cases pending since 1879 coulk 
be cited, among which are those of George Von 
Hollen, the Protection Life-Insurance cases, 
and a case against F. F. Cole and James Vickery, 
ali of which attracted attention at the time, but 
have almost been lostsighi of; and, coming down 
to a year azo, cases grow more numerous, 
but scarcely less important; prominent among 
them are those against the Seventh and Four- 
teenth Ward judges of election. 

And this seeming laxity in dealing with bail 
cases has also prevailed to some extentin deal- 
ing with jail cases. Upon no other hypothesis, 
since there are two Criminal Courts now against 
one a year ago, can the fact that the jail con- 
tains a daily average of at least 100 more prison- 
ers than ever before be explained. The cost of 
keeping this surplusage is not less than $25 per 
day to the taxpayers, and, taking a monetary 
view alone of the situation, something ought to 
be done; and it has been suggested that if the 
Courts were a little more rigorous, the State's 
Attorney a little less induigent, and the officers 
more prompt in the 14 of cases, that 
the condition of affairs compiained of would 
not exist, that trials would be more speedy, and 
the punishment of crime more certain.

THE BUTTERINE MANUFACTURERS. 

C. A. Robison, a butter merchant doing busi- 
ness at the corner of Market and Lake streets, 
was up before Justice Wallace yesterday 
eharged with selling adulterated butter. Mr. 
Charles Woodman and Mr. Howe, the Butter 
Inspector, appeared for the prosecution, 
and Mr. E. G. Asay represented 
the defense. The prosecution succeeded in 
showing that a certain lot of bogus butter 
marked “Excellent Roll” and Diamond R 
had been left at the office of the Star Union 
Line on or about Feb. 1 for shipment to Pulla- 
delphia, but they failed to satisfactorily connect 
this lot of butter with Mr. Kobisou's store, 
although the marks used were his marke. Mr. 
Howe bad been unable to find the ex n 
who carried the load. The Butter tnspector 
said be had examined the lot at the depot, and 
found it to be 50 per cent lard. On this evidence 
Mr. Asay asked that the case be dismissed, and 
the Court dismissed it. The case against Cas- 
well, the butter man who used the ingeniously- 
marked tub- covers, was continued until Satur-

Whenever a person 
is offered goods for less than value pro- 
duction he may be assured that bé is being 
cheated. He fancies that he is getting a bar- 
gain. The contrary is the case. Tiere is no 
such thing as getting a bargain in the ordinary 
articles of every-day life. And thus it ig that 

dearest things are often the for 
their higher price is a preof of their genuine- 
ness. It is cheaper in a case like that given 
above to 4 — at 17 cents a pound which 
is all pepper than to buy at nine cents a pound 
when it is less than haif pepper.

Alexander Delmar, formerly Director of the 
Bureau of Statistica, and for many years past 
engaged in mining in California and Nevada, 
arrived yesterday in this city and is stopping at 
the Palmer House. . 

In an interview with a Täarnunt reporter Mr. 
Deimar stated that he had just came through 
from California by 
THE YEW OVERLAND ROUTE 
via San Bernardino, Deming, San Marcial, and 
Kansas City to Chicago, making the trip, with- 
out counting stoppages, in eight days. He 
started from San Francisco March 9, and reached 
San Berdardino, in Southern California, Maren 
10. Here he laid over for six days, visiting cer- 
tain gold mines in the vicinity, and started again 
on March 18. reaching Deming, the present 
passenger and freight terminus of the Saquthern 
Pacitic Railroad, on the evening of March 18. At 
this point the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé 
Railroad also has its present working terminus, 
and this union of the two lines makes the new 
overland route. Starting again on the morning 
of the 19th, Mr. Delmar reached San Marcial, 
New Mexico, at night. and laid over for a train 
until the morning of the th, when he again 
started and proceeded without further stoppage 
untii he reached Chicago yesterday morning. 
From Benson to Deming, on the Southern Pu- 
cific, and from Deming to San Marcial, on the 
Atchisoh, Topeka & Santa Fé, he traveled on 
construction urfina’ The remainder of the way 
lar paseenger-trains.

Upon requested to 
submit himself to the ordeal of an iaterview, 
Mr. Delmar bowed to the inevitable, and the 
following interesting conversation ensued: 

“What is the condition ot the Southern Pa- 
cific from San Francisco to Deming?’ said the 
reporter, \ 

Firat - rate in every respect. Steel rails, red- 
wood ties, thorough ballasting, easy gradients, 
few curves, and good roliing-stock. Until the 
Southern Pacific is completed from San Fran- 
cisco to Goschen, between which points there is 
agap inthe line of eighty miles, the route is 
from San Francisco to Goschen via Lathrop, on 
the Central Pacitic. At Goschen you run on 
the Southern Pacific clear through to Deming, 
Indeed, you can go beyond Deming to within six 
miles of 

EL PASO, IN TEXAS. 

This is a little town on the Rio Grande, and op- 
posit to El Paso in Mexico. The Texas town was 
formerly called Franklin, but has now taken the 
name of its Mexican neighbor, and in 
future will probapiy become a piace 
of considerable importance. Here will 
centre the Southern Pacific, the Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fé, we El 
Paso & Guaymas extension of the 
latter, the Denver & Rio Grande, the extension 
Of the latter to the City of Mexico, the Texas & 
Pacific now building westward from Fort Worth, 
Tex., together with several other lines already 
projected, but not yet, like the others named, in 
actual course of coustruction.”’ 

“How was the weather oh the road,—any 
snow? Any impediments to winter travel?“ 

“From San Francisco to San Bernardino the 
weather was delightful. The Sacramento Vailey 
was Hooded in places trom the recent heavy 
rains, Near the summit of Tehachipi Pass there 
was aslight sprinkling of snow. Descending to 
the Vale of Los Angelos, the weather again be- 
came pleasant. Here, and at San Bernardino 
and Riverside, the orange-trees were laden with 
their golden fruit, and a fair was being beid, at 
which oranges, lemons, and citrons ot native 
growth, and of the largest size and richest 
flavor, were exhibited. The editors of the coast 
were there in force, picnicing on the ground, 
and

and fruit. Copious rains had fallen at San Ber- 
nardino; and. while the vale basked in a semi- 
tropical sun, the amphitheatre of mountains 
which surround it was covered with snow. From 
the Pass ot San Gorgonio to Fort Yuma is one 
continuous desert. Ruins have fallen upon it 
recentiy, and the air was redolent of the sage- 
brush which forms its principal vegetation. 
The temperature was bracing, without being cold. 
Crossing the Colorado at Yuma, end following 
the Valley of the Gila until it rises into the up- 
lands of Tucson, the temperature gradually 
lowered, but was never cold enough for an 
overcoat. Indeed, there was no snow on any 
part of the Southern Pacific bine. The first snow 
we met was on the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe.“ 

“Is the Southern Pacific doing any trade 
south and east of San Bernardino?’ 

“Yes. It is supplying Arizona. Southern New 
Mexico, and the Northern States of Mexico with 
grain, produce, fruits, lumber, and mining 
machinery and stores. Vast quantities of rail- 
road material are also being forwarded for the 
use of the line. I expect that the eastern roads 
now running towards EI Paso will soon obtain 
red- wood ties and building materia! from Cali- 
fornia. itis much superior to white pine for 
these purposes. The return-freights are bullion 
and some little Mexican produce.“ 

“ What fuel does the line consume, and whence 
is it obtained! 

Coal from San Francisco, whither it is fetched 
from numerous points. There is a fine bitumin- 
ous coal mine in Cajon Pass, near San Bernard- 
ino, the mine being fifteen or twenty iniles north 
from the line.” A two-foot vein of bituminous 
bas also been struck in the Santa Ana range of 
the Temescal Mountains, forty miles south of 
the line; but neither of these mines are devel- 
oped.” 


Ho are the Arizona mines showing up? 

“ There are two large productive silver mines 
at Tombstone, four smaller ones which promise 
well, and 
FOUR THOUSAND FIVE HUNDRED “ CT.AIMS,”’ 
concerning the merits of which I have no posi- 
tive information. The others I personally ex- 
amined. Some five or six other good mines are 
to be found in other districts, but to every good 
mine there are at lease 1,000 others which may 
prove to be valueless. Mining is a lottery in 
whieh the orizes are few. but enormous. A 
single good mine will support an entire camp 
and make millionaires of the proprietors, A 
good deal of Eastern capital is being invested in 
these mines. Some of this will yield fabulous 
profits, but by far the most of-it will be sunk.” 

“How is the Comstock Lode, Nevada, getting 
on? Any recent developments?” |

DEMING, NEW MEXICO. 


“Deming is the name given to a very recently 
established station on the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road. itis at the point where, according to the 
maps, the Rio Miembres crosses that line; but 
im point of fact there is no river there. The 
Miembres sinks into the sand some miles north 
of Deming. The tawn consists of a dosen or two 
of clap-board shanties and tents and about 
fifty treight, passenger, and construction cars 
of the Souchern Pacific and Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fé Railroads, which roads here come to- 

ether, but do not as yet cross one another. 

here is no station-house; there is no hotel; 
there is no safe piace to sleep in, except the 
care: and even tnese are exposed to molestation 
by the cutthroats and roffians who have mae 
this place their headquarters. ewe dl are vari- 
ously known as “cow-boys,” “ holy-terrors,” 
and “hell's angels." They are armed like 
pirates, with pistol and bowie-knife, and a belt 
of cartridges uround their waists. They shoot 
ali day and all night,—shoot at marks, at travel- 
ers, at the laborers on the railruads, and at one 
another. They amuse themselves by com- 

Ui every unguarded person to “throw up

The ties are of Uolorady pine, 
rough hewn and hard to fit, either to the road- 
bed or the rails. The road-bed has been muvh 
more diticult to construct than the Southern 
Pacific, south of the Tehachipi Mountains. The 
latter bus few cuttings Or fillings, the former 
us many of them, even before it reaches the 
Raton Range. The Southern Pacific bas been 
enabled to st'ck to the natural grade, and all of 
the road-bed is solid at the outset. The Atch « 
son, Topeka & Suota Fe has been obliged o 
make mauy fillings, and the road will yet set.le 
in many places. Around the biuifs south uc 
San Marcial and east of the Rio Grande the 
work is very heavy, and the line is much ex- 
posed to slides of lava and sand. In the Valley 
of the Pecos the curves are very numerous and 
very short, so that fast running at this point 
would be dangerous. In the Raton Mountains the 
cutti is very beavy and the tunneling long. 
Here the grade is over A feet to tre mile, the 
beaviest on the continent. A powerful engine 
is employed ateachend & the train to urge it 
over the Pass and avert the dunyer of the coup- 
lings breaking. I think the work at the Raton 
Pass and in the Pecos Valley will have to be 
done over. itis bad engineering. Neither the 
extraordinary grade of the one nor the sharp 
curves of the other are necessary. For the most 
purt the read is well ballasted. The Rio Grande 
at the Town of Rincun is crossed by a splendid 
iron truss bridge. 


THE ROLLING-STOCK 


of the road is simply superb; plenty of it. and 
all of first-rate quality. whether passenger, 
freight,o. construction cars.

The real impedi- 
ments to travel on this line arise from the char- 
acter of the men who have tliicd the new towns 
created by the railroad. instead of running to 
the vid Mexican towns, which are numerous 
evough, the road has created a series of new 
ones, sumetimes near the old ones, sometimes 
faraway. In doing this it acted in the most ar- 
biteary manner and, us at Las Vegas and per- 
haps other places, induced the inbabitants to 
contribute money asa consideration to locate 
the stations at certain points. It was charged, 
though | know not with what truth, that after 
1 such ‘contributions the road acted as 
it pleased, and without regurd to the bargains 
made. i dare say, much of this talk was witn- 
out warrant in fact, and merely arises from dis- 
appointment. However this may be, the new 
towus ure filled with the vilest classes on earth.

The country consists mainly 
of high table-lands interspersed with short 
ranges of mountains with a general course of 
north and south. These tabie-iands are often 
strewn with lava-beds for many miles; eise- 
where they are sandy and sterile; but to a large 
extent they yield an abundance of exceileuat 
buffaio-graas, and would make good pasturage 
could water be obtained. Even the dreaded 
Jurnado del Muerto, or Journey of Death, is well 
covered with grass, but wateris very scarce. 
The Rio Grande and Pecos Hivers were doubt- 
less Originally of much greater magnitude than 
at present. r Bony men vaileys are many 
miles in width. ir present actual valleys 
are, however, of small dimensions, and the occa- 
sional patches of bottem-land which they atford 
to the agriculturist are of inconsiderable size. 
At the Town of Colorado the Rio Grande is

and at El Paso about 150 feet wide at the present 
time. Occasionally it sinks to nothing at both 
of these points; but in ordinary years it affords 
water enough to irrigate the patches of bottom- 
land. At Colorado, thou the bottoms are 
sandy. they were cuitivated. Cottonwood trees 
grew on the river side and sakyes,“ the local 
name for 2 trenohes, were seen in vari- 
ous places. me of these were ten to fifteen 
feet wide, three feet deep, and filled with running 
water from the river. The river water is muddy 
but good to drink; not at all brackish, us I had 

been viously informed. At Ei Paso it is pre- 
ferred to any other water for drinking. In puss- 
ing through the Jornado del Muerto we en- 
countered a bail and rain storm, showing that 
the region is not so wateriess as its name would 
appear to indteate. It is believed in the vicinity 
that — at cultivation will invite more 
frequent rains. The Mexicans say that this is 
what has happened in parte of Mexico, The soil 
is a red loam, often deep, but in many pixces 
shallow and underiaid with cascaiado, a kind of 
dry mortar, emitted from voicanoes. At lngalis

DOWN 1,000 FEET WITHOUT WATER. 


A little brackish mud has been struck, and the 
well-borers believe that they will soon strike 
fresh water. Near San Marcial you catch sigut 
of the Black Range, west of the Rio Grande, 
whither a large mining party is wending its way 
in search of new mines. croppings are suid 
to be very promising. This range was snow- 
capped, and ought to furnish a good deal of 
water to the Rio Grande Valley. The line 
crosses the river again near San Marcial and 
Fort Craig. Here the old river banks of sand, 
capped with lava six feet thick, are from 150 to 
40u feet high, and the road winds between their 
bases and the present river. There is some 
cultivation of the bottom-lands near this point. 
Here the Rio Grande is about 100 feet wide, ana 
shallow. At Wallace we again crossed the Rio 
Grande, this time tothe east bank. Above this 
point the river dwindled to a mere thread of 
Wuter,—say ten to fifteen miners’ inches, The 
present river valiey here core more and more 
sandy. Near the nota Junction the Rio 
Grande becomes a dry arroyo, and a wagon-road 
winds through it. Near Glorietta there are 
some trees, and cultivation of the river 
bottoms reappears. e here crossed 
a divide imo the Valley of the 
Pecos Kiver, an affluent of the Rio Grande, 
which flows into the latter some 350 miles below 
Bi Paso. Here the country is well wooded, and 
there are numerous mountain springs and con- 
siderable rade cultivation. The trees are

The bed-rock is eruptive, the soil a ferruginous 
alluvium. Here we found six inches of snow in 
the valieys and a great deal more on the bhili- 
tops. At Levi is obtained some of the pine ties 
used in the construction of the road. There is

ecos ia seen the ruins of. the old Spanish Cathe- 
drul whose timbers are now turned to stone. 
Here we crossed the Pecos River, a clear stream, 
running from 200 to 800 minef's inches of water. 
Its bed-rock is red sandstone, A flowing artesian 
well was encountered near Bernal. Between 
Junction and Las Vegas the road is very tortuous, 
and will have to be straightened out. After 
leaving Las Vegas, where aguin there is mueh 
rude cultivation of e soil, we followed the 
Mora River and gained the tabie-iands to the 
north and east, where the eicevation was said to 
be 6,000 feet above the sea-level, 

During the remainder of the journey there 
was no ground that appeared to be susceptible 
of cultivation—at least not during the present 
qvatury—until we reached the plaius of Kansas. 
To the east of the table-lands last mentioned 
was a series of mountain ranges running vorth 
and south; and eastward of these, again, I was 
informed by men who had traveled-over the 
district, the country becomes an elevated prai- 
rie, covered with graases. On the whole, I con-

DR. RYDER’S ANSWER. 

Oma. March &.—C. F. Gates, Bsq.—Dsan 
Sin: I herewith acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter in which you ask me to give you for 
public use “the real facta in the case with ref- 
erence to the management of the Old People's 
Home in this city. You express yoursesf as in- 
terested, as are also many of your friends, in 
the welfare, ot that institution, and you desire to 
know whether the general charges against the 
management of the Home, which are made in 
certain newspaper communivations, have any 
foundation in fact. 

In attempting to comply with your reasonable 
request, am somewbat embarrassed by the 
consideration that many of the charges to which 
you refer are exceedingly vague and indifinit, 
consisting of innuendoea, intimations, ana not 
specific deciaration;; while others are either too 
nonsensical or absurd to require considerate 
attention, and were evidently made without a 
proper regard for the proprteties of speech. 

But notwithstanding this peculiarity of the so- 
called charges, it is pretty clear as to what the 
writer of the communications to our city papers 
desires to have the public believe, and it is also 
evident that there is trouble somewhere in con- 
nection with the control of the inmates of the 
Old People’s Home. And what you and others 
wish to know is, what is the real trouble, who is 
to blame fur it, and how can it be remedied? 

In order to answer these questions intelligent- 
ly, let me say (1) that the internal control of the 
Home is given to 

A BOARD OF MANAGERS, 
consisting at the present time of thirty-two per- 
sons, all of whom are women, and that the pub- 
lic may know who they ali are, and what their 
standing is in this community, I append their 
names: Mrs. Wüuam Aldrich. Mrs. 8. R. Ball, 
Mrs. R. H. Bingham, Mrs. A. E. Bishop, Mrs. Eb- 
enezer Buckwgbam, Mra. Jerome Beecher, Mrs.

Beside this Boand of Managers who control 
the internal affairs of the Home, there is a Board 
of Trustees, consisting of nine men, who have 
the charge of the property of the Home. These 
Trustees are at preseut as follows: Daniel A. 
Jones, Edson Keith, W. H. Ryder, E. R. McCagg, 
A. A. Libby. B. W. Raymond, and Byron B. 
Mouiton—two vacancies. : 

But while the Board of Managers have, lu gen- 
erut terms, entire charge of the management of 
the family of the Home, they are not permitted 
under the rules to make certain portant 
changes without the sanction ot the Board of 
Trustees. Thus, they cannot make a new code 
of rules for tue management of the Home, for 
the reception and dismissal of inmates, without 
first obtaluing the indorsement of the Board of 
Trustevs. Neither can they either dire or dis- 
miss the Matron without their approval. 

The membership of the Board of Managers is 
limited to one year; that of the Board of Trus- 
tees to three years. The annual meeting of the 
Society of the Old Peoples’ Home ocours on the 
third Tuesday in May iu each year, for the pur- 
pose of electing three Trustees, a Board of Mau- 
agers, and doing such other business as shall be 
proper under the provisions of the charter.” 

There are now sixty-two inmates in the insti- 
tution. The expense of maintaining this large 
family for th@ last year, including the needful 
servauts, the salury of the Matron, and the pay of 
the engineer, was, in round numbers, $7,000. As 
the property of the Home from which we derive 
income scarcely exceeds OO, most ot the 
large sum needful for the support of the Home 
is secured by the voluntary contributions of the 
benevolent. 

With this general outline of the organization 
of the Old People’s Home, and these facts in re- 
gard to its present condition before you, I will 
proceed to take up f 


THE SEVERAL ACCUSATIONS 
which are made against the present manage- 
ment of the Home, so far as I know them, and 
judge them to be of any public importance. 

I. It is said that “saluriés unreasonable in 
amount are lavishiy paid, and employes are ro- 
tained apparentiy for favor and not from ne- 
cessity.”” The ouly salaries that are paid to aay 
person outof the funds of the Home, or to any 
person in any way connected with it, are as fol- 
lows: Matron, $50 per month; engineer, $37 per 
month; and there is one cook and four female 
servants, The solicitor of the Home receives a 
percentage on her collections, and the ex perience 
of this and other similar institutions has shown 
the wisdom of the arrangement. No officer of 
the Board of Managers, of the Board of Trust- 
tees, or any other persen save those named, re- 
ceives a maaig peSny for his or her services. [f 
there is an Mstitution in Chicago of similar 
size that can show amore economical record 
than this, we shall be glad to be told where the 
economy is practiced, 

2. It is said: » Taat lager beer goes in at the 
door of the Home freely is an open secret, but 
that it is designed for or realized by aged stom- 
achs we deny.” 

Whether che writer of this statement meant to 
say that the beer thus taken into the Home is 
for the benefit of the Board of Managers, or 
for the personal use of the Matron, or for the 
comfort of the Board of Trustees, does not 
clearly appear; Dut in eitber case the intima- 
tion is probably as far from the truth as the 
North Pole ts from the South. Art. 18 of the by- 
laws of the Home reads as fo:lows: Na intoxi- 
cating drinks or strong stimulants of any kind 
shall be used in the Homeexcept by order of the 
1 If the Board of Managers are satis- 

ed that any person in the employ of the Home 
has violated this rule, they ought not to require 
more than five minutes to determine what to do 
with such offender. 

J. It is said that the Board of Managers are 
“wealthy” ladies, who do not take much inter- 
est in poor folks“ anyway, and who 
in their amiable indifference permit the 
Matron, who is represented as a 
hearted, tyrannical en, to “heap 
all kinds of indignity upon the uooffending in- 
mates; and that the discipline of the institution 
is so barsh and even cruel that all who have a 
tender regard for the infirmities of axe are ex- 
howrted to rally at the approaching annual meet- 
ing and unseat the present management.

correspondents but in other ways, and after 

consultation it was decided to serve the notices 

of expulsion upon the two persons named, and 

require them to leave the inatitution, This 

action was tuken with great hesitancy and with 

mucb regret, but as a necessity t could not 
be longer delayed. And, though neither of them 

paid aay entrance fee, they were voted $30 each, 

and any furniture to them in case of 

their retirement. 

u s brings me to the one mest unpleasant 
fact in all this history. The inmates themselves 
are not wholly at fault. Possibiy there would 
never have been any serious disturbance at all 
but for outside interference. Certain persons, 
acting as they claim from a sense of duty, 
takea the side of the disaffected inmates as 
againat the authorities of the Home, and en- 
couraged them in their insubordination. This 
certain persons are doing now, They say to the 
inmates, Do as youwlike,” Donut mind what 
the Board ladies say to you,” They cannot put 
you out,” ete Of course, it is easy to see what 
effect auch counsel as this will have upon such 
as ure already belligerent aud upon those who 
can be influenced by them. 

I trust it will be made clear to you from this 
statement that the real issue which the author- 
ities of the Home are now confronting is simply 
this: Have they, or have they not, the right to 
make such rules for the government of the 
Home as they deem for the best of the 
Home, and, having made them, have théy the 
authority todemand that the inmates of the 
Home shall opey such rules?

CHEBOYGAN, March N. The recent mid 
weather bas made a decided impression on the 
ice in the Straits. The immense quantity of 
snow upon it bas ehecked its progress in thick- 
ness during the intense and prevailing cold this 
winter. and the snow, which bas turned to slush 
and water, will penetrate the clear blue ie, 
making it, with a week more of mild weather, 
spongy and porous. Light teams, though cross- 
ing, are very cautious in avoiding defective 
places, and the utmost care is taken in crossing 
over in safety. The average temperature for 
the last twelve days at noon has been about 30 
above zero, when it would average at midnight 
about 6above.

ICE AND NAVIGATION, 

Capt. McKee, keeper of the lighthouse crib, 
came to the city yesterday in a small boat. He 
reports that, with the exception of a channel 
shoreward, the lake is covered with ice as far as 
the eye can reach in a northerly, easterly, and 
southerly direction. In his opinion navigation 
on this lake will not be resumed for one month 
yet. According to appearances there is littie 
open water between this port and St. Joseph, 
Mich., where the little fishing tug Aneler, of 
Grand Haven, lies fast in the ice, 

According to the Hancock Mining Journal the 
outlook for an early opening of navigation on 
Portage Lake and Lake Superior is not so bad as 
many people think. The fact that much of the 
ice ia made up of frozen snow coupled with the 
favorable coudition of the weather makes it 
higbly probable that the opening will not be 
later than usual. 

The keepers of lifeboat stations at Marbie- 
head Point and Cleveland report that Lake Erie 
is clear of ice ut those points. The little steamer 
American Eagie is making daily trips between 
Sandusky City and the Islands, and sailing ves- 
sels are busily engaged in transporting stone 
from Marblehead to Sandusky aud Cleveland. 

The Milwaukee Republican saya: Capt. 
Campbell. of the schooner Three Bells, that was 
frozen in Garden Bay last November, where she 
has remained since, was in receipt of a letter 

esterday from Garden Bay, which stated that 

ice in the bay was stili very solid and horses 
owing, Meee wagons were crossi the bay 
duily. Three Bells has on board 175,000 feet 
of lumber for this port. The schooner Cuyahoga 
is frozen up al the same place.“

A STRIKING CONTRAST. 

Early in the year 1877, Messrs. W. T. Baker & 
Co., of this city, contracted with Mesars. Lion &
